THE MOVEMENT TO AID THE SUFFERERS 
FROM THE DROUTH. 


An Appeal from the Mayor and President 
of the Exchange — What Prominent 
Merchants Say About the Need of Ex- 
tending Aidtothe Burnt District People 
—A Popular Fund. 


The Mayor and the President of the Merchants’ 
Exchange, after the report of a committee ap- 
pointed to investigate the condition of the 
sufferers from the drouth in Texas, issued the 
following appeal: 

To the People of the City of St. Louis: 


Information just received from Gov. Ireland 
of Texas confirms the report of great suffering 
from drouth in the counties of Stephens, Cal- 
lahan, Brown, Coleman, Comanche and Run- 
nels of that State. Judge William Veale of 
Stephens County is now in our midst asking 
aidfor the people of his county. We are 
satisfied of the great destitution existing in 
the localities named, and hereby indorse 
thelr appeal for aid. In addition to the human 
interest we feel in the suffering people, Texas 
is near to us through many ties of con- 
sanguinity and interest, and we are satisfied 
“t. Louis will respond promptly to these 
requests for aid. The following com- 
mittee has been appointed by the Merch- 
ants’ Exchange to receive contributions: 
Chas. H. Teichman, C. A. Cox, E. P. Bronson 
and the Secretary of the Merchants’ Excbange. 
The warehouse of Cox & Gordon, 1019 South 
Third street, has been selected as the depot 
where provisions may be sent, and from that 
place they will be promptly forwarded.

JUSTICE TO AN INNOGENT MAN, 


Inspector Byrnes Runs Down One of the Cul- 
prits in the Kohut Arson Case. 


NEW YORK, August 28.—By a fire ina five- 
story tenement house at No. 404 Hast Sixty- 
fourth street, November 22, 188, a woman 
and two children were burned to death. 
The house was occupied by Bohe- 
mian cigar makers. Two of these, brothers, 


Henry and Edward Kohut, were arrested, tried 
on a charge of arson and sentenced to impris- 
onment for life at Sing Sing. Police 
Inspector Byrnes, not being = satis- 
fied as to the result, and believing that 
one of the Kohuts was innocent, has 
been working up the case. Recently he went 
to Sing Sing and obtained a confession from 
Henry Kohut. Henry said that his brother 
Edward was innocent; that the 
other incendiaries were himself and 
John Kylian,a fellow tenant in the burned 
building. The object of the crime was to get 
an insurance of $900. Some property stolen 
from the house was traced to Kylian’s 
possession. He was arrested last night and 
to-day eonfronted at police headquarters by 
the Kobut brothers, who had been brought 
from Sing Sing on an order from the 
Supreme Court. In their presénce 
he partly confessed and with 
enough admissions to procure him, on trial, 
a sentence of imprisonment for life. The de- 
tectives say that Kylian has been in similar 
work before. Edward Kohut will be released 
at once from his term of imprisonment.

ATHENS, Greece, August 28.—A terrible earth- 
quake has occurred im Greece, by which 300 
lives have been lost. 
TOWNS AND VILLAGES IN RUINS. 
Greece has again been visited byan earth- 
quake, which has been most disastrous in the 
Morea, and in which the loss of life, accord- 
ing to the best information, reaches 
the enormous figure of 300. The village 
of Pyrago and the town of Philiatra, 
both situated on the western coast of the 
Morea were the chief sufferers and these 
furnish, itis believed, all that have perished. 
In Pyargo not a house is left standing, while 
Philiatra is almost swept away, swallowed up 
in the convulsions of the earth. The 
shocks were experienced throughout the 
entire surface of Greece in a greater or less 
degree. inthe town of Zante every house 
was damaged and the inhabitants fied in ter- 
rortothe opén country. Several towns in 
Italy were also visited by the earthquake, bat 
notto any serious extent, Naples, Brindisi, 
Foggia, Caserta and Taranto being of the 
number. 
EARTHQUAKE IN EGYPT. 

ALEXANDRIA, August 28.—Violent shocks of

FOREIGN ECHOES. 


THE some-time existence of a town in Lower 
Egypé has been accidentally discovered of 
whieh no traces can be found for over 1,000 
years. The decipherers of the papyri which 
have been brought to Vienna from El Fayoum 
produce in proof thereof a papyrus a little 
over four feet long and one foot wide. Itcon- 
tains a marriage extract in Greek and is well 
preserved. The date is not given, but Profs. 
Karabacek and Wessely believe it belongs 
to the early part of the sixth century. 
The bridegroom was named '‘Theori’’ 
the bride ‘‘Marie.’’ She had afortune of her 
own amounting to100 gold pieces and the 
future husband engages to find her food and 
clothing, and everything suitable for an ordi- 
nary legitimate wife. There are witnesses, 
and a notarial certificate. All the parties are 
described as belonging to the town of Justian- 
opolis. The curious part of the transaction is 
that the editors of the papyri declare that they 
can find no mention ofthis place among any 
lists of the towns, etc., of Lower Egypt. 


Irhas long been something ofa puzzle to 
literary antiquarians to ascertain what be- 
came of the missing portions of Thackeray’s 
Paris Sketch Book. The edition given to the 
public by Macrone in 1840 was manifestly in- 
complete in spite of the author’s statement 
that the missing sketches had already ap- 
peared in various periodicals. ‘‘Cartouche,’’ 
‘*Little Poinsinet’’ and the ‘‘Story of Margaret 
Ansel’’ were easily traced, but where 
were the rest? A correspondent of 
the Athenzum claims to have discovered 
the whole of the missing matter in the torm of 
a series of letters to a short-lived little Amer- 
ican journal yclept ‘‘The Corsair; a Gazette 
of Literature, Art, Dramatic Criticism, etc,’’ 
The paper, which only lived afew months in 
spite of the literary jewels which adorned its 
pages, was projected and edited by a pseudo 
acquaintance of Thackeray’s, N. #. Willis, 
‘*‘The Penciller.’’ Thackeray had probably 
undertaken the job of Paris correspondent to 
the ‘‘Corsair.’’ The letters were ail signed 
**T. T.’’ with the exception of the Jast, which 
bears the more familiar signature, ‘‘M.A. T.’’ 
(Michael Angelo Titmarsh). 


THE presence of French troops in the New 
Hebrides, which has given rise to so much 
heartburning and disturbance, is now ex- 
plained by letters yeeecived in Paris from 
Novmea. A body of 200 marine infantry sol- 
diers and forty marine artillerymen, with four 
pieces of artillery, landed at the New Hebrides 
on the IstofJune. This was naturally regard- 
ed as suspicious, and unpleasantly suggestive 
of the fact that France intended to plant her 


flag there. The uneasiness was not 
abated when the force proceeded 
to esthblish a military station at Port 


Habannah in Sandwich Isle. The next morn- 
ing asecond military station was estabiished 
at Port Sandwich, in the Isle of Malicola. 
Then the French flag was hoisted on the build- 
ings, the excitement rose to fever heat, and it 
is only now explained officially that the object 
of the landing of this French force was to pro- 
tect the Frenchmen who last November 
formed establishments on those isiands. Their 
safety was, it appeared, menaced bythe fna- 
tives, but assurances have now been given 
that the presence of French troops in the New 
Hebrides will not be prolonged more than is 
absolutely necessary. 


NOTWITHSTANDING these assurances, how- 
ever, the Republique Francaise feels quite 
sure that the French flag which was hoisted at 
Port Habannah and Port Sandwich will never 
be taken duwn. It says: ‘‘If diplomatically 
speaking we are not yet the definitive posses- 
sors of that group of islands on which we have 
just placed our flag they are at least ours by 
right of first oceupation, Diplomacy will 
come next; protocols will follow. Official 
notes will be exchanged, but our soldiers of 
theinfantry and of the marine are already 
there and they will not be driven away either 
by diplomatic notes or by protocols. The 
New Hebrides will be French.’’ :

The correspondent 
was struck with his kindness to children. In 
the case of a patient of tender years, before 
the assistant produces the little syringe Pasteur 
brings out from his pocketachoice bon-bon 
and pops it into the child’s mouth. The opera- 
tion over and long before the ‘‘goody’’ has 
been disposed of, the child finds another in 
its fist. The operation itself is painless and 
far more rapid than that of vaccination. It is 
performed by means of a small hypodermic 
syringe. 


EVERYONE living in any large city, the 
world over, knows the misery of being taken 
suddenly and seriously ill at night. The nat- 
ural suffering and terror accompanying all the 
more sudden forms of sickness is intensified 
by the apparent hopeless impossib ility of get- 
ting any really adequate assistance. The doc- 
tor may be called, but all he can do is to write. 
a prescription and leave the suffering patient 
and his friends to get it filled as best they can, 
No one ever knowa where the 
one druggist who advertises ‘‘open 
all night’’ is to be found, and the other drug- 
gists are either absent from their stores or 
deaf tothe pleadings of suffering humanity. 
The Paris municipal authorities have awaked to 
the necessity of improving this state of things. 
Aservice of night chemists is to be estab- 
lished. The police have sent around circulars 
to all chemists, inviting those who desire to be 
members of the proposed service to send in 
their names tothe Mairie. Aduly qualified 
chemist is to be kept on the premises at night, 
and a special fee is to be fixed in addition to 
the legitimate price of the medicine. It would 
be well if the same plan were adopted in our 
large American towns. 


A SOMEWHAT novel scheme is mooted by the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, with a view to de- 
veloping commercial traffic on their line. 
Trade has been looking blue in the Dominion 
for some time past and the merchants of Can- 
ada regard the Canadian Pacific Railway asa 
means by which a revival may be inaugurated.

HE MUST GO. 


An Asylum Superintendent Who Doses 


Patients With Chioral. 


LINCOLN, Neb., August 28.—William Dernes 
died at the Hospital for the Insane on the 23d. 
The suverintendent’s report of his death said 
that the patient was put into a straight jacket 
August 1], and that bis death was caused by 
exhaustion. Snortly afterward, a night watch- 
man employed at the hospital made a state- 
ment in which he deciared he had a 
standing order to give patients who 


were restiess a tablespoonful of chioral and 
he had given Dernes a tabiespoonfui of the 
drug sbortiy before he died. The watchman 
also deciared that no other attendant or 
doctor looked aiter Dernes. The watchman 
suys that the practice of dosing patients with 
chloral bas prevailed for the iast four months. 
During that time eight or nine persons have 
died, presumably from the deadly medicines 
administered. To one patieut in the epileptic 
wurd a double dose of chioral was 
given. No attendants were empioyed to sit 
up with the sick and no physicians looked 
giter them. The Board of Public Lan and 
Buildings, afteran investigation, has recom- 
mended the removal of Superintendent 
Matthewson, and tle Governor has the matter 
under advisement. Changes no doubt will 
soon be made. At the lust session of the 
Le islature a joint committee made an investi- 
gation of the hospital and recommended the 
removal of Matthewson, but the Governor re- 
fused to adopt its recommendation. 


A SLICK FRAUD. 


RB. B. Lewis Arrested for Victimizing Sev- 
eral Ohio Cattle Dealers. 


CHICAGO, August 28.—R. B. Lewis, claiming 
to be connected with the Butchers’ National 
Journal, was arrested last night upon the in 
stance of Cornelius Eaftpope, a merchant and 
stock-raiser at Nes, O. Last November Lewis 
made bis appearance at Niles, and upon the 
representation that he had a stock farm near 
Kansas City, purchased five head of shorthorn 
cattle, valued at $10,000, from Mr. Eaftnope, 
giving a draft on the Kansas City Bank in 
payment. The next day he borrowed $00 cash 
trom Mr. Eaitp ope, stating that he was short 
that amount on a purchase made in tne vicini- 
ty. A. D. Jackson, another farmer, was 
victimized to the tune of $150. The drafts on 
the Kunsus City bank were not honored, be- 
cause Lewis never had an account there, but 
this was Only discovered alter Lewis ‘had de- 
camped.

FETT’s FRIGHT. 


A Scared German Who Disturbed a Worship- 
ing Congregation. 


Andrew Evans, James Evans, Charles Vol- 
ling, John Wilson, Michael Lyons, and James 
Ryan were tried in the First District Police

No Official Investigation to Be Made of Mrs.

the flames to extraordinary intensity, caused 
shopkeepers to be on their guard yesterday in 
talking about bustles. The POsT-DISPATOH 
correspondent found it extremely difficult to 
gather any information on the subject. 0.0. 
Carpenter, Broadway, is the largest manufac- 
turer of skeleton skirts, bustles and panniers 
in the city. ‘‘Ineverheardof any one using 
celluloid in making bustles, although such 
may be the case,’’ he said. ‘‘I doubt it,

HENRY GEORGE FXPLAINS HIS LETTER TO 
. THE TRADES’ UNION’S CONFERENCE, 


Willing to Be the Candidate of a Respect- 
able Movement—The Difference Between 
the Kepublican and Democratic Parties 
Merely in Name—In a Transition Period— |

FIGHTING THE LITHOGRAPH. 


The Chicago Managers Linked to De- 


stroy It.

The Chicago theatrical season has opened 
and the new departure of doing no litho- 
graphing has been successfully inaugurated. 
It was expected that there would be trouble, 
but none has yet occurred. Two managers 
who are notoriously in favor of color work 
on the walls and in the windows have been 
compelled tocome to terms, and the Chicago 


combination intend—or at any rate it 
is their present irtention — to snake 
all minstrel and variety shows, which 
are the hardest to deal with in this 
respect, conform totherule, For the enlight- 
enment of the general reader this rule may be 
explained again. An agreement was entered 
into by all the theatrical managers of Chicago 
to cut off the army of deadheads who got into 
the theaters by reason of hanging lithographs 
in their windows or allowing paper to be 
pasted on their walls. The number of people 
who got into places of amusement without 
paying, except in this way, ranged from 200 or 
$00 up to 1,200 or maybe to 1,500 for each house 
each week, and often the tickets were sold by 
those who received them for insignificant 
sums to the detriment of the legitimate 
box-oflice+ business. The only remedy was 
the removal ofthe cause. Lithographers and 
picture posters had to go. The managers said 
they would give no more tickets, and without 
tickets the work could not be done. They 
signed an agreement notto accept any com- 
plimentary tickets given out by visiting show- 
men for that purpose, not to issue any such 
tickets themseives. This agreement has been 
lived up to, in consequence of which several 
attractions opened in Chicago last week and 
left the show windows which had heretofore 
blossomed with chromatic eulogies of their 
chief merits looking as lonesome as a solitary 
mule ona prairie horizon. There was not a 
lithograph to be seen in Chicago. 


Colville’s Theatrical Business.

Thackeray followed Bulwer’s example in 
one instance; but frequentiy ‘n short con- 
tributed work to magazines, etc., used odd 
initials and names in such profusion that 
some worshipper of the snob _ satirist 
has been forced to exclaim ‘‘a complete col- 
jection of Thackeray’s writing can never be 
made, a8 contemporary journals are filled 
with matter written by him, but unsigned, 
or so fantastically signed that itcan not with 
any authority be set forth now as his produc- 
tion.’’ 

Dickens contented himself with one nom de 
plume, ‘‘Boz,’’ and would not have used that 
had it not been the fashion fora literary man 
of his day to bave a psuedonymic sage brush 
to hide his blushes under, ostrich-like, while 
he wriggied his legs in the outside air. 

Alfred Tennyson came into the world of 
‘‘Punch’’ as Alcibiades, but he had the good 
sense to abandon such a grave smelling name 
early in his career, and called himseif plainly 
by the name his father gave him until he 
dropped into his second childhood and a 
peerage. 

There is muchin a name, as much as there 
isin raystery. The literary men of to-day, 
who, when they are reputable, do not hide 
their lights under the anonymous bushel, 
manage to make their names full-sounding. 
There is an elegant and impressive mouth- 
ful in *‘‘Oliver Wendell Holmes.’’ ‘‘Henry 
Wadsworth Longfellow’’ is as easily spoken 
asJohn Smith, but impressive as the move- 
ment of ‘‘Evangeline.’’ Thomas Bailey 
Aidrich, George William Curtis, Richard Wat- 
son Gilder, et als. Who could have ever 
crown famous as Larry Brannigan? Yet that 
is said to be the real name of Lawrence Bar- 
rett, that polished, scholarly actor. James

DAMNED BY HIS NAME. 
If he had had the foresight to change it he 
would have been a greater actor. 

A name is valuable for its advertising quali- 
ty. Anauthor has books to sell. He must 
make his name known as that of a maker of 
books. He must aiso make his wares known. 
John Ruskin published the first edition of 
‘‘Modern Painters’’ unsigned, and afterward, 
when he wrote letters to newspapers, as 
Englishmen are went to do, being denied the 
pleasure of the interview in which to express 
their views of what ought and what ought not 
to be done, he signed himself ‘‘Author of 
Modern Painters.’" He shot two hares with 
one arrow, transfixed the nation with his 
views on the franchise and recommended a 
good book to their notice. There is onlya 
small difference petween his method 
and that of the mountebank who gives 
catch-penny shows on the street corners and 
sella soap to take the grease out of your 
clothes between acts. But Ruskinis a sub- 
scription-book publisher after Mark Twain’s 
own heart, and English people who want to 
read him cheaply are forced to import the 
prated American editions of his works, risk. 
ing their seizure in the Custom-house—ordi- 
barily asmall risk, by the way. 

Apropos few people who know of ‘‘Mark 
Twain’’ are not aware that bis name is Samuel 
L. Clemens; but few know thatthe L. stands 
for Lamghorne. And the Pinafore librettist 
who was known for several years in London

Some Facts About the New League Stock 
Company in St. Lonis. 


A Great Battle in the League—Unique 
System of Coaching—Prospective Fight 
Between John L. Sullivan and the 
Champion of Australia—Another Fistic 
Prodigy Unearthed—H. M. Johnson 
Coming to St. Louis to Lower Records 
—The Oarsmen and Local Boat Gossip 
—Turn Talk—Sporting and Gymnasium 
Notes—Diamond Chat. 


Considerable discussion has been indulged 
in latterly as to the chances of the Lonisvillo 
Club winning the championship of the Amer- 
ican Association. The Louisville Club always 
did seem to be the only one from whom the 
Browns ever had the slightest cause for fear 
in the matter of pennant winning, but that 
fear need not be entertained at the present 
stage of the game. Let ustake a simple way 
of arriving at the conclusion which the end of 
the season will most probably see, and all such 
discussion should cease for the time being, at 
least: The Browns have won 70 games, have 


played 104, and have yet to play 34. The 
Louisvilles have won 60 games, have 
played 105, and have yet to play 
34. Of the 34 remaining to 


be worried through by the Browns, five must 
be played with Louisville and three with Pitts- 
burg. Now let us rate the Browns as low as 
cominon sense will allow and say that of these 
eight, with Pittsburg and Louisville combined, 
they winthree. Thisisimprobable, but let it 
be granted to give Louisville every advantage. 
There remain then twenty-six games with the 
weaker clubs in the Association. The Browns 
will in all likelihood win twenty ofthese, but 
to figure low say that they win only one-half, 
thirteen. Now in order to be even 
with the Browns on this basis Louisville would 
have to win twenty-six out of their thirty- 
four, and this is as improbable as that the 
Browns will win but sixteen. Thus we see 
that, other things equal, granting that the 
Browns lose even the eight games yet to be 
played with the Pittsburgs and the Louisvilies, 
and supposing that in the games with 
the weaker clubs both play evenly 
the Browns would still be ahead two games. 
This, however, is underrating the Browns 
considerably and the chances are tew in favor 
of the race going that way. Another method 
is to take a percentage of their winning inthe 
total of the games played and remaining. over 
in the same ratio as that of gumes played, 
and the Browns would figure out nine games 
ubead at the end of the season. 
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Should the stock company scheme to sus- 
tain the Maroons turn out a success, and there 
is every assurance that it wili,the atfairs of the 
‘club will be managed in an altogether different 
manner to that in whicn they have been under 
the old regime. There willbe a ‘‘controlling 
interest’’ and @strong one too, and it will 
see that the club’s expenses will be cut down 
at every available point. The men 
who are investing most of the money 
are satistied that money can be 
made out of the venture and 
the impression that the movement is to tide 
over the present difficulty is an erroneous one. 
The Maroons are in fine trim just now and are 
playing a winning game. Had they done so 
earlier in the season their rank would bea 
good fourth. They are playing the kind of 
ball that gives Philadelphia a paying place in 
the League, although that team cannot cope 
with the Detroits, the Chicagos, or even with 
New york. Of course it is impossible forthem 
to retrieve now all that they have lost, but 
that is no reason why they should not startin 
anew next year,in case the old League re- 
mains as it is, and win honors sufficient to 
enlist the enthusiasm of the friends they 
sacrificed by their poor work in this. 
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I was surprisedto see Mr. O. P.’Caylor of 
the Cincinnati Base Ball Club, enter sucha 
vigorous protest against the cheery and 
amusing Chatter of Latham at Cincinnati, the 
other day. The chief objection that Mr. Cay- 
lor had to make, it would seem, was to the re- 
mark of the third baseman to Comiskey. 
‘*Never mind them, Comy, they’ll run into 
each other,’’ referring to Reilly and Fennelly, 
While the remark shows that Latham has quite 
an accurate eye and excellent acumen asa 
judge of base running, it does not necessarily 
follow that Reilly and Fennelly would actually 
run into each othersimply because Latham saw 
that such a contretemps was aboutto take 
place and gave the audience the benefit 
of his acute power of observation. 
If Mr. Caylor argues that because Latham 
made the remark there was real danger that 
they would be guilty of such an unfortunate 
misplay as running into each other, then 
certainly, much gravity attaches to Mr. Cay- 
lor’s Gbjection. This, however, I cannot 
gather from the context and so am forced to 
believe that the point in Mr. Caylor’s objec- 
tion lies in his reluctance to see the impending 
danger pointed out to the spectators in a man- 
ner to make it conspicuous when otherwise it 
would have passed unobserved.

Milwaukees, Thomas J. Loftus, late of the St. 
Louis, but now of Dubuque, Al Cahn of the 
Evansvillies and James Thompson of India- 
napolis. These gentlemen came here not only 
to hold a meeting but to meetcertain St. Louis- 
ans in the interest of a new base ball associa- 
tion which is to be in the field in ls87. Loftus 
was long ago the 

ORIGINATOR OF A SCHEME 

to form a new base ball association, its list to 
include the cities of St. Louis, Chicago, Iadi- 
anapolis, Kansas City, St. Joe and Milwaukee, 
‘Thompson will locate a nine in Indianapolis. 
Alexander will manage the team at St. Joe. 
Mr. Heim will probably be at the head of the 
nine at Kansas City. Prominent men will back 
the localclub. The new association expects to 
make money for the reason that the cities 
named are close together and that railroad 
travel between them can be procured at very 
low rates. Another thing, every one of the 
cities named will allow the playing of Sunday 
games and the selling of liquor on the grounds. 
All except Chicago have always been in favor 
of Sunday games. In Chicago the new associ- 
ation will locate their grounds on the 

SOUTH SIDE, 

where Sunday games are even now all the 
rage, Itis not decided yet as to where the 
new St. Louis Club will play its games. If Von 
der Ahe does not purchase the St. Louis 
League Club’s grounds they will be rented in 
all probability. Should he get them, the new 
association will make astrong bid for Sports- 
man’s Park. Should neither Sportsman’s nor 
the Union grounds be obtainable, then the 
new association will equip new grounds 
near the end of the Cable Road. There is not 
a doubt in the world but that the new League 
will prosper as ball players next sea- 
son promise’ to be very plentiful 
and first-class nines can be located in 
all the cities named at very reasonable 
figures. Good management will govern all 
the affairs of the new Agsociation in all the 
cities named. This Association will undoubt-

We 
found that out of ten balls he’d pitch, nine 
would be passed, and as he could pitch strikes 
right along when in condition, the passed 
balis counted. I tried to teach him a counter 
signal but he said he wasn’t going to be 
bossed around for any $50 a month, and the 
sooner I found it out the better. I[couldn’t 
do anything with him at all, and I finally had 
to release him altogether. But the pitcher 
was not the only cross-eyed manligot. I got 
a fellow from the lumber regions whose eyes 
were so mixed that he could see the four bases 
atone look. Itried him for it, found it was 
so, andthen I thought I had struck a pua- 
ding. I was wrong, though. The man worked 
all right on the base. I played him at short— 
and I didn’t mind the expense much, forty a 
month, asihad taken him onaspec. When 
he gotto batting it was different.

‘*Something will have to be done with the 
umpire question next season,’’ said the genial 
Harry Wright, who, by the way, is one of the 
finest men connected with professional base 
ball to-day. 

‘*The abuse of umpires-is getting to be a se- 
rious matter,’’ he continued, ‘‘and unless 
something is speedily done to check the evil 
the national pastime will sink in the scale of 
sports. I think if the newspapers were to 
handle umpires more carefully it wouid help 
the matter a good deal.’’ 

‘*But,’’ suggested a reporter who was listen- 
ing, ‘‘isn’t the real cause of the trouble the 
kicking of the players, which gives the cue to 
the crowd, and whoare only too willing to 
guy the umpire?’’ 

‘*Yes, you are right,’* assented the man- 
ager of the Phillies, ‘‘and that is where the 


remedy will have to be applied. Three- 
quarters of an audience by reason of position 
is unableto pass judgment on plays made in 
the field, and they simply hoot at 
the umpire because some plaver§ finds 
fault with a decision.

ANOTHER PRODIGY. 


A Boston Heavy Weight Anxious to Fight 
All Excepting Sullivan. 


Another fistic prodigy has appeared, and in 
Sullivan’s native city, too. The Herald un- 
earths him as follows: 

‘‘] have got a man whodoes not want to 
fight Sullivan, but wbo will meet any heavy 
weight in the country in an eight-round battle 
for a purse of $500, which has been subscribed 
by some well-known gentiemen.’’ The 
speaker was Prof. Tim McCarthy, the well- 
kaown mentor of the Cribb Club, and he was 
Aha yf in earnest. Who is my wonder? 
Well, ldo not bill him as a wonder, nor as an 
unknown, and you shali know whoheis. The 
man who isopento fight any man who has 
ever challenged Sullivan is Joe Lannon, who, 
you will remember, fought such a plucky 
battle with George Godfrey, the colored cham- 
pion, last winter. When this fight took 
place, Lannon, as was afterwards discovered, 
was suffering from pneumonia, and the day 
following, nis life was despaired of, but his 
iron constitution pulled him trough and he 
is now bigger and stronger than he was ever 
before and weighs out of training 205 pounds. 
He has been very anxious to challenge some 
of these men who have been making so much 
newspaper talk, but 1 would notallow him to 
doanything until his health was thoroughly 
restored. This challenge is open to Burke, 
Kilrain, Ashton, McCaffrey, Nolan, Clow, 
Killen or Hearld. Lannon himself feels that 
Hearid owes hima battie, as previous to his 
illness negotiations were pending for a meet- 
ing. Whateverthe outcome of the Sullivan- 
Hearld battle, Lannon will meet the latter. 
He cannot reasonably see why any of these 
pugilists can refuse to meet him, as they risk 
nothing and have everything to gain.’’ 
Lannon’s record is an interesting one. He 
first came into prominence on Decoration 
Day, in J88. At a picnic at Highland Lake 
Grove on thatday he met Neil Doherty fora 
gold medal and beat him. Hethen sparred at 
the different meetings around Boston. In the 
latter part of 1884 he met aud ‘*bested’’ James 
Havey the heavy weight. He also fought a 
draw battle with Denny Keleher at the Boston 
Boxing Club, which was one of the hardest 
fights seen around Boston for years. Last 
year he started ona western tour,and defeated 
all he met, with theexception of Pat Killen at 
St. Paul, and there is ground for the suspicion 
that he was drugged in this fight. Among 
others he has met are Billy Wilson, whom he 
defeated in four rounds at 5t. Paul in Novem- 
ber; James Brady of Buffalo in four rounds; 
James Duffy, whom he knocked out in two 
rounds, and Ed McKeown. He fought three 
battles with this last man and won every one; 
the first in five, the secondin twoand the 
third in four rounds. After his return to 
Boston from the West he knocked Loughlin 
out in six rounds atthe Cribb Club, in one of 
the prettiest battles ever seen in that place. 
His draw fight with George Godfrey is of so 
recent a date that details are not necessary. 
Lannon is looking in splendid ‘‘fix’’ and is 
ready to hearfrom any of the ambitious pu- 
gilists. Heonly asks for three weeks’ notice 
for preparation.
